To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Egham  Urban  District 
Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state 
of  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1964. 

The  vital  statistics  call  for  little  comment  except  to  note  once 
again  the  absence  of  maternal  deaths  and  some  slowing  in  the  tempo 
of  the  birth  rate  for  the  area. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  absence  of  poliomyelitis  in  this  area 
those  persons  between  the  ages  of  20  and  40  years  approximately 
will  realise  the  need  for  protection  especially  before  travelling 
abroad.  In  equal  measure  vaccination  against  the  enteric  fevers 
with  T.A.B.  vaccination  should  be  remembered. 

During  the  year,  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  examined 
2,274  persons  who  voluntarily  attended  and  483  persons  who  were 
referred  by  their  private  doctors.  The  findings  show  that  nine 
cases  of  lung  cancer  and  six  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
discovered. 

From  the  findings  of  this  Service  as  a whole  in  the  South  West 
Metropolitan  Region,  it  is  seen  that  some  1.4  persons  per  thousand 
were  found  to  have  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the  incidence  shown 
for  cancer  of  the  lung  being  slightly  less. 

The  district’s  continuing  interest  in  the  welfare  of  old  people 
has  been  maintained  in  a variety  of  ways  and  especially  by  the 
activities  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee.  The  extent  of 
their  help  is,  of  course,  in  many  ways  related  to  the  availability  of 
their  funds,  which  are  derived  from  official  and  unofficial  sources. 

During  the  year  the  problems  associated  with  the  routine  work 
of  cesspool  emptying  remain  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  final 
approval  will  be  given  the  scheme  for  the  provision  ofi  main  drain- 
age in  the  Thorpe  area. 
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The  requirements  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963, 
have  increased  the  work  for  the  Chief  Phblic  Health  Inspector  and 
his  Staff  as  has  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered.  As  this  work 
of  inspection  is  now  required  to  be  carried  out  by  statute  in  con- 
siderable more  detail  than  before,  the  necessary  time  required  in- 
evitably makes  it  difficult  for  the  more  routine  public  health  duties 
of  inspection  and  supervision  to  be  pursued. 

On  ist  August,  1964,  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railways  Prem- 
ises Act,  1963,  came  into  operation.  The  work  consequent  upon 
registration  of  premises  is  likely  to  be  considerable,  although  the 
majority  of  the  time  spent  will  be  undertaken  during  the  following 
year  1965. 

I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Cook  of  the  Guildford  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  his  help  on  all  occasions  in  routine  and  more  spec- 
ialised bacteriological  examinations. 

I would  indeed  wish  to  record  the  conscientious  way  in  which 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Statf  have  applied  them- 
selves to  their  many  duties. 

In  conclusion  may  I thank  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and  Chief 
Officers  for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems 
and  the  general  practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times.

The  Surrey  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority 
is  responsible  for  the  Ambulance  and  Medical  Transport  Services. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  water  are 
undertaken  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford,  together 
with  such  other  specimens  as  need  examination  from  time  to  time. 

Swabs  and  other  clinical  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Public

Miniature  Radiography 

The  South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  con- 
tinue to  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  a mobile  unit  at  the  Council 
Office  car  park  every  Monday  from  3.45  p.m.  to  4.30'  p.m.  These 
visits  are  intended  primarily  for  patients  referred  by  their  own 
general  practitioner,  but  attention  is  also  given  to  any  member  of 
the  general  public  who  wishes  to  have  a chest  X-ray.  In  addition 
special  sessions  are  arranged  from  time  to  time  at  the  larger  fac- 
tories and  commercial  premises.

Home  Help  Service 

The  County  Council  maintains  from  its  Divisional  Offices  in 
Woking,  a service  for  the  provision  of  home  helps  in  maternity 
cases,  and  for  the  purpose  of  giving  assistance  in  homes  when  ill- 
ness is  present. 

The  ‘‘Neighbourly"  Home  Help  Scheme  continued  to  expand 
during  the  year  and  undoubtedly  proved  to  be  of  much  assistance 
to  all  concerned  and  in  some  measure  relieved  the  demand  for  the 
ordinary  Home  Help.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

The  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  supplies  the  greater 
part  of  the  area  and  this  supply  has  proved  satisfactory  during  the 
year,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  supply  is  drawn  from  the 
River  Thames  ; routine  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
water  are  carried  out  every  week,  and  of  the  treated  water  every 
day.  In  addition,  samples  from  each  of  the  Company’s  reservoirs 
are  examined  every  week.  Monthly  check  samples  are  sent  to  The 
Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  for  chemical  and  bacteriolo- 
gical examination.  A typical  report  upon  such  analyses  reads  as 
follows  ^

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance.  It 
has  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality.  It  contains  a 
mmute  trace  of  copper,  which  is  probably  not  representative  of 
the  supply  but  is  likely  to  be  derived  from  a copper  pipe.  The; 
water  is  hard  in  character,  its  hardness  and  its  content  of  mineral 
and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not  considered  excessive. 
It  is  of  a high  standard  of  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  show  effective  treatment  and  indicate  a pure  and 
wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.” 

The  fluorine  content  of  the  water  averaged  0.15  parts  per 
million  during  the  year. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

With  the  exception  of  about  thirty-one  properties  which  still 
rely  upon  wells  or  springs  for  water  supply,  whether  from  choice 
or  because  no  mains  supply  is  available,  all  dwelling-houses  in  the 
district  have  a supply  of  mains  water  in  pines  in  the  houses.  No 
houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes  but  this  form  of  supply 
exists  on  about  forty  caravan  sites.  During  the  year  loi  premises 
mostly  new  buildings,  have  been  connected  to  the  Company’s 
mains. 

Nineteen  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  from  certain  premises  not  provided  with  a mains  supply.  Of 
these  thirteen  were  reported  as  excellent,  two  as  satisfactory,  and 
four  as  unsatisfactory.  The  samples  were  collected  from  sixteen 
properties,  and  in  thirteen  of  these  the  supply  could  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Surrey  County  Council's  Chemist 
various  samples  continued  to  be  taken  from  wells  and  lakes  in  the 
vicinity  of  a large  experimental  refuse  tip,  as  a check  on  the  effect 
that  tipping  operations  were  having  upon  the  quality  of  the  under- 
ground water. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  SCHEME 


Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  contract  for  the  extension  of  the  Chertsey  Sewage  Dis- 
posal Works  has  continued  during  the  year,  but  it  would  appear 
that  progress  has  not  been  as  satisfactory  as  had  been  expected. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  contract  for  the  provision  of  main  drainage  on  the  Went- 
worth Estate  and  the  relief  of  the  existing  main  drainage  scheme 
continued  throughout  the  year,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  was 
substantially  completed. 

Preparatory  work  on  the  Thorpe  Sewerage  Scheme  continued 
and  it  was  anticipated  that  the  scheme  might  be  commenced  early 
in  1966,  though  the  effect  which  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure 
might  have  upon  the  scheme  remained  in  some  doubt. 

Disposai  of  Cesspool  Contents 

Once  again  the  demand  upon  this  service  continued  to  in- 
crease, and  during  the  year  the  volume  of  sewage  removed 
amounted  to  7,916,200  gallons,  as  against  7,335>ooo  in  1963.  Re- 
gular overtime  was  again  necessary  ; the  total  hours  worked  did 
not  greatly  exceed  that  for  the  previous  year,  the  extra  load  being 
largely  covered  by  an  increase,  in  the  rate  of  output,  stimulated  no 
doubt  by  the  bonus  scheme.  This  scheme  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily,  and  the  increased  output  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that 
the  average  bonus  payments  calculated  to  the  basis  of  a 42  hour 
week  rose  to  48s.  pd.  per  man,  the  figure  for  1963  being  3_is.  6d. 
For  much  of  the  year  the  arrears  of  work  were  seriously  high  which 
inevitably  caused  a certain  amount  of  inconvenience  to  residents 
in  the  unsewered  parts  of  the  district. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

No  cases  of  direct  pollution  of  the  main  rivers  or  streams  were 
noted  during  the  year,  but  once  again  minor  incidents  of  the  pollu- 
tion of  ditches  by  effluent  from  septic  tanks  arose,  and  further  diffi- 
culty was  experienced  with  the  discharge  of  waste  from  a vegetable 
washing  plant  on  a farm  into  a roadside  ditch. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  service  for  the  emptying  of  pail  closets  in  the  Thorpe 
Ward  once  weekly  by  means  of  a cesspool  emptier  fitted  with  night 
soil  emptying  equipment  continued  without  complaint.  The  number 
of  dwellings  using  this  service  declined  to  about  80,  many  of  these 
being  caravans. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL,  1964 
Report  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 

Dry  tipping  continued  at  the  Callow  Hill  Sandpit  during  1964 
entirely  without  nuisance.  Approximately  23,566  tons  of  refuse 
were  deposited  during  the  year,  of  which  amount  approximately 
13,200  tons  were  from  outside  the  district.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

Two  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  were  reported  during  the 
year,  in  Council  houses.  They  were  dealt  with  by  spraying  with 
an  insecticide  which  consisted  basically  of  D.D.T.  in  kerosene. 

CONTROL  OF  OTHER  PESTS 

Assistance  continued  to  be  given  upon  request  in  the  control 
of  other  insect,  pests,  and  during  the  year  two  infestations  by  cock- 
roaches, forty-four  by  wasps  or  bees,  one  by  hornets  and  one  by 
bread  beetle,  were  dealt  with.  The  treatment  given  in  each  case 
was  chosen  as  the  most  suitable  from  a wide  selection  of  insecticides 
in  powder,  liquid  or  smoke  form.  The  policy  of  limiting  practical 
assistance  to  those  cases  where  wasp  nests  were  in  a building  or

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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

As  in  previous  years  the  only  real  complaints  of  atmospheric 
pollution  arose  over  bonfires  or  improvised  incinerators  for  the 
destruction  of  paper  or  cardboard  and  other  waste,  vertical  boilers 
for  steam  raising  in  connection  with  the  cooking,  of  pigswill,  and 
the  pungent  odours  inseparable  from  this  latter  activity.  All  the 
complaints  were  dealt  with  informally. 

A few  pig-keepers  still  persist  in  the  traditional  practice  of 
firing  their  boilers  with  any  fuel  which  happens  to  be  available  ; 
others  have  been  persuaded  to  use  coke,  and  efforts  to  convert 
them  all  continue.  Efforts  to  persuade  them  to  cook  their  swill  in 
covered  tanks  continued,  but  with  no  success. 

Once  again  through  the  co-operation  of  architects  and  builders 
it  was  possible  to  secure  a suitable  increase  in  the  height  of  pro- 
posed new  chimneys  in  a few  cases  where  the  deposited  plans 
showed  them  to  be  of  a height  considered  to  be  inadequate. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  in  the  area  several  privately  owned  swimming  pools, 
mostly  open  air,  but  only  one  is  open  to  the  public.  This  pool  is 
well  maintained  and  samples  from  it  show  consistently  good  results. 
Advice  on  the  operation  of  private  pools  is  offered  by  the  public 
health  inspectors  and  occasional  samples  are  taken  for  bacteriolo- 
gical examination  as  a check  on  their  condition,  a service  which  is 
appreciated  by  the  owners  of  the  pools.  During  the  year  twenty-one 
samples  were  taken  from  eight  of  these  pools  : seventeen  gave 
satisfactory  results,  two  unsatisfactory  and  two  were  suspicious. 

The  same  service  is  offered  to  schools  and  a college  where 
swimming  pools  have  been  provided.  Twelve  samples  were  taken 
from  five  such  poo^s  ; eight  gave  satisfactory  results,  three  were 
unsatisfactory  and  one  suspicious. 

In  all  cases  where  the  results  of  samples  taken  were  other  than, 
satisfactory  the  cause  was  insufficient  knowledge  of  or  attention  to 
the  treatment  plant  provided,  and  after  more  detailed  advice  had 
been  given  conditions  were  improved. 

SCHOOLS 

There  are  seven  primary,  three  secondary  and  six  private 
schools.  All  these  schools  are  served  with  the  South  West  Suburban 
Water  Company’s  main  supply. 

Only  one  school  now  remains  without  main  drainage,  that  at 
Thorpe,  but  except  that  the  drainage  system  discharges  to  a cess- 
pool instead  of  a sewer  the  buildings  and  facilities  are  modern.  The 
cesspool  needs  emptying  weekly  but  the  work  is  carried  ont  outside 
normal  school  hours  to  minimise  the  nuisance  and  disturbance 
which  arises  from  this  operation. 
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SITES  FOR  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

During  the  year  licences  were  in  force  covering  a total  of 
twenty-nine  sites  comprising  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  caravans 
with  no  restriction  as  to  occupation,  together  with  eleven  sites  com- 
prising nominally  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  caravans  subject  to 
a “run-down’’  clause.  During  the  year  the  total  number  of  cara- 
vans on  these  latter  sites  fell  only  slightly  to  ninety.  The  enforce- 
ment of  the  “run-down’’  condition  on  one  of  these  sites  continued 
to  give  difficulty,  but  conditions  otherwise  changed  little  during 
the  year. 

A caravan  which  had  been  parked  on  the  roadside  verge  in 
Chertsey  Lane  in  1962,  in  contravention  of  a Court  Order  applying 
to  the  land,  remained  there  throughout  the  year,  all  efforts  by 
various  bodies  to  find  alternative  accommodation  for  the  elderly 
lady  who  occupied  it  once  again  ending  in  frustration. 

HAIRDRESSERS 

Under  section  58  of  the  Egham  Urban  District  Council  Act, 
1948,  twenty-four  hairdressers  or  barbers  are  now  registered. 

SECTION  D 

HOUSING 

The  Council  has  never  had  any  real  problem  of  slum  clearance 
but  a programme  of  dealing  with  individual  unfit  houses  has  been 
proceeding  quietlv  for  some  years.  The  problem  of  re-housing 
families  from  these  unfit  houses  sometimes  presents  difficulties,  and 
results  in  fairly  lengthy  waiting  periods.  During  the  year  no  houses 
were  demolished  and  only  one  house  was  closed.  One  house  was 
made  fit  and  the  demolition  order  to  which  it  was  subject  was  re- 
voked under  section  24  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  One  unfit 
house  acquired  some  years  ago  by  the  Council  pending  a small 
redeveopment  scheme  remained  in  temporary  occupation.  At  the 
end  of  the  vear,  for  one  reason  or  another  the  occupants  of  seven 
other  unfit  houses  were  awaiting  re-housing.

Ice  Cream 

All  the  ice  cream  now  retailed  in  the  district  is  manufactured 
elsewhere,  mostly  by  a few  large  firms  ; much  of  it  is  sold  pre- 
packed by  these  firms  and  is  almost  invariably  of  a satisfactory 
standard.  The  sale  of  ice  cream  from  mobile  sales  vans,  all  of 
which  are  based  outside  the  district,  continued.  Where  the  items 
sold  are  hard  frozen  and  pre-packed  there  is  little  cause  for  con- 
cern, but  a considerable  proportion  of  these  sales  is  now  of  soft 
ice  cream,  manufactured  in  the  vehicle,  and  sold  loose  either  alone, 
in  a cornet  or  in  more  elaborate  forms  with  various  garnishings.  The 
adequate  supervision  of  these  vehicles  is  no  easy  matter,  and  for 
reasons  given  in  previous  years  the  taking  of  samples  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  remains  a most  difficult  problem. 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  ice  cream  were  collected  for 
examination  by  the  methylene  blue  test,  with  the  following  results:

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations,  1959,  as  ‘‘dairies’'.  Both  are  used  by  fairly 
large  “distributors”  and  almost  all  the  milk  is  received  in  bottle 
from  depots  outside  the  district. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  continues  to  act  as  agent 
for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
routine  samoles  of  milk  and  supervising  the  holders  of  licences  to 
use  special  designations.  A few  more  traders  were  so  licensed  dur- 
ing the  year  bringing  the  numbers  operative  in  the  district  to  the 
following  figures.  Most  are  retail  shops  where  small  quantities  of 
milk  are  kept  in  refrigerated  cabinets.

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The  three  samples  which  failed  the  methylene  blue  test  for 
keeping  quality  were  taken  from  three  different  grocers’  shops 
from  which  small  quantities  of  milk  were  sold,  and  although  this 
could  not  be  established  with  certainty  the  reason  for  failure  was 
in  each  case  insufficient  attention  to  stock  rotation. 

Samples  for  biological  examination  continued  to  be  taken 
quarterly  from  two  farms  from  which  tuberculin  tested  milk  is 
supplied  for  consumption  without  any  form  of  heat  treatment.  All 
samples  gave  negative  results. 

Sampling  of  Food  for  Bacteriological  Examination 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  of  milk  and  ice-cream  reported 
upon  elsewhere  samples  were  procured  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  other  types  of  food  known  to  be  a potential  health  hazard 
due  to  their  susceptibility  to  contamination  or  as  a result  of  in- 
vestigations into  com.plaints.  No  pathogens  were  found  in  any  of

Meat  Inspection 

Routine  meat  inspection  at  the  two  private  slaughterhouses 
continued  to  occupy  a substantial  part  of  the  time  of  the  public 
health  inspectors,  especially  in  the  second  half  of  the  year  wheia 
the  throughput  at  the  larger  establishment  expanded  considerably. 
Slaughtering  now  takes  place  regularly  on  four  days  a week,  in- 
cluding Saturday.  With  a little  prompting  and  some  pressure, 
conditions  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  were  maintained  at  a reason- 
ably satisfactory  level  ; the  chief  difficulties  derive  from  the  ten- 
dency to  put  through  too  large  a number  of  animals  in  too  short 
a time,  rather  than  spread  the  load  more  evenly. 

Details  of  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  of  meat  or 
offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  given  in  the 
accompanying  table.  Rejected  meat  is  stained  green  and  allowed 
to  be  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  for  disposal  by  sterilisation 
or  by  burying  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tip. 

No  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  seen  during  the  year,  but 
the  percentage  of  pigs  affected  by  tuberculosis  showed  an  increase 
of  almost  fifty  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year  and  was  the  highest 
figure  recorded  since  1958.

With  the  exception  of  small  amounts  released  for  animal  feed- 
ing all  condemned  food  is  disposed  of  by  burying  at  the  Council’s 
refuse  disposal  pit,  under  the  supervision  of  the  public  health 
inspectors. 

The  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen,  caused  it  was 
suspected  by  contaminated  corned  beef,  set  off  a nation-wide  hunt 
for  other  cans  from  the  establishments  thought  to  be  incriminated. 
Enquiries  were  made  of  all  possible  users  of  this  type  of  food  in 
the  district,  and  in  many  cases  the  entire  stocks  were  examined  in 
detail  by  the  public  health  inspectors.  Only  a few  suspect  cans 
were  found,  and  no  illness  occurred  in  the  district  from  this  source.

Food  Hawkers 

Under  Section  65  of  the  Egham  Urban  District  Council  Act, 
1948,  all  hawkers  of  food  within  the  district  are  required  to  re- 
gister themselves,  and  the  premises  used  by  them  as  storage  accom- 
modation for  food,  with  the  Council.  The  number  on  the  register 
is  15  persons  with  premises  in  the  district,  and  47  with  premises  in 
other  districts. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960 

A few  instances  of  failure  to  comply  with  one  or  other  of  the 
requirements  of  these  Regulations  were  found  in  food  premises,  but 
on  being  pointed  out  by  the  public  health  inspectors  were  rectified. 

Legal  Proceedings 

ISTo  legal  proceedings  concerning  food  were  taken  during  the 
year.  Several  complaints  of  foreign  bodies,  dirty  milk  bottles,  and 
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food  which  had  been  too  long  in  storage,  were  dealt  with  informally. 
In  this  connection  the  utmost  co-operation  was  received  from  cer- 
tain large  food  manufacturers  in  incidents  involving  the  sale  from 
small  shops  of  their  products,  which  assisted  the  public  health  in- 
spectors in  their  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  of  management  at 
these  shops.

Scarlet  Fever 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  is  not  nowadays 
generally  necessary  to  admit  such  infections  to  a fever  hospital  and 
apart  from  the  mildness  of  the  condition  itself  it  responds  very 
satisfactorily  to  the  newer  forms  of  antibiotics  which,  such  as  peni- 
cillin, are  nowadays  more  plentiful. 

Diphtheria 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
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Measles 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified.  It  is  customary  to  admit  this 
disease  to  hospital  only  when  complications  are  present,  or  when 
there  are  poor  home  conditions.  It  is  desirable  practice  to  have  a 
chest  X-ray  taken  after  an  attack  in  a child  with  any  degree  of 
severity  and  this  is  invariably  done  in  a hospital,  as  a routine. 
With  the  use  of  sulphonamides  oi;'  antibiotics,  complications  in  this 
disease  are  very  rarely  seen.

Food  Poisoning 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  in  members  of  a 
family  who  had  bought  and  consumed  meat  pies  on  a day’s  outing 
to  the  coast.  The  authority  in  whose  district  the  pies  were  pur- 
chased were  notified,  but  all  the  suspected  stock  had  by  then  been 
sold.  They  in  turn  notified  the  authority  in  whose  district 
the  pies  were  manufactured,  but  no  other  incidents  from  the  con- 
sumption of  these  pies  was  reported.  Faecal  specimens  were  ob- 
tained from  the  notified  ca^es,  with  negative  results.

Tuberculosis 

There  were  eleven  cases  added  to  the  register  during  the  year. 
Four  of  these  were  transfers  into  the  district  and  seven  were  new 
cases  occurring  in  the  district.  Twenty- three  cases  were  removed 
from  the  register  during  the  year  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year  a 
total  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  cases,  172  pulmonary  and  14 
non-pulmonary,  a decrease  for  the  year  of  twelve.

At  Shoreditch  Training  College,  Englefield  Green,  a Spanish 
woman  employed  as  a cook  was  notihed  as  being  a case  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  and  was  admitted  to  Milford  Chest  Hospital. 

The  Chest  Physician  suggested  that  those  in  contact  with  this 
woman  should  attend  the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit.  There  were  no  ab- 
normal findings  reported  as  a consequence.  In  all  probability  this 
woman  contracted  her  disease  in  North  Spain,  her  country  of 
origin. 

During  the  year  the  B.C  G.  vaccination  scheme  was  pursued 
in  the  County  maintained  and  Independent  Schools  and  some  467 
children  were  involved.  About  75  per  cent,  of  parents  agreed  and 
after  the  preliminary  Mantoux  skin  testing  was  completed  it  was 
found  that  94.5  per  cent,  of  the  children  were  Mantoux  negative 
and  therefore  in  need  of  vaccination.  220  vaccinations  conse- 
quently were  given  to  children  during  their  thirteenth  year  of  age. 

In  addition  some  69  children  over  the  age  of  13  years,  who 
for  one  reason  or  other  had  previously  missed  vaccinations,  were 
also  included. 

Public  Hteaith  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccinations  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  general  practi- 
tioners and  at  clinics  during  the  year,  and  the  oral  type  of  vaccine 
was  used  for  most  patients.  As  a routine  procedure  a reinforcing 
dose  of  vaccine  is  now  offered  to  children  at  about  five  years  of 
age,  and  this  is  also  available  to  certain  priority  groups. 

Cancer 

Sixty-nine  cases  died  from  cancer  during  the  year — 38  males 
and  31  females,  being  fourteen  cases  more  than  last  year.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS 

The  Surrey  County  Council  is  responsible,  in  conjunction  with 
.the  District  Welfare  Committee,  for  all  matters  relating  to  services 
provided  under  Section  29  and  Section  30  of  the  National  Assist- 
ance Act.  Provisions  are  made  for  the  Registration  of  the  blind 
and  for  such  persons  the  services  of  education,  home  employment, 
the  provision  of  books,  the  provision  of  homes  and  hostels,  and 
the  provision  of  financial  payments  are  maintained.  Much  of  the 
work  in  connection  with  the  blind  is  carried  out  by  the  Surrey 
Voluntary  Association  for  the  Blind  in  co-operation  with  the 
County  Council.  In  addition  the  Council  has  extended  the  services 
to  certain  classes  of  partially  sighted  persons. 
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
